Nippon  Educators  Visit  BYU

Two  Tokyo  University  offic- ; 
ials  were  entertained  on  Brig- 
ham Young  University  campus 
Friday  afternoon  as  they  made 
a whirwind  tour  of  four  univer- 
sities in  the  United  States. 

Yanaihara  Tadao,  president, 
and  Kishimoto  Mideo,  professor 
of  Tokyo  University,  were  the 
guests  of  Dr.  Ernest  L.  Wilkin- 
son, BYU  president,  during  their  | 
brief  visit. 

They  visited  with  student  lead- 1 
•ers,  toured  the  campus  and  dined  I 


with  the  University  presidency, 
and  the  dean’s  council. 

BYU  was  one  of  four  univer- 
sities visited  by  the  party  in  a 
courtesy  visit. 

BYU  and  Stanford  University 
were  the  two  private  universi- 
ties and  the  University  of  Calif- 
ornia and  the  University  of  Utah 
were  the  two  state  universities 
included  in  the  tour. 

Representatives  from  these 
universities  had  given  special 
service  to  Tokyo  University 
when  they  instituted  training 


courses  in  student  personell  ser- 
vices there. 

Dr.  Wesley  P.  Lloyd,  dean  of 
students  from  BYU,  headed  the 
group,  which  was  organized  by 
American  Council  on  Education. 

The  pair  had  visited  Univer- 
sity of  Utah  earlier  Friday  morn- 
ing, and  left  immediately  for  Ja- 
pan after  the  BYU  visit. 

Pres  Yanaihara  is  Chief  Di- 
rector of  International  Econom- 
ics Society.  His  specialty  is  inter- 
national economics  and  colonial 
policy. 


He  established,  and  was  the 
first  president  of,  the  Social  Sci- 
ence Research  Institute  in  Tok- 
yo. 

A noted  author,  he  is  respect- 
ed as  one  of  the  representatives 
of  Japanese  intellectuals. 

Professor  Kishimoto’s'  special- 
ty is  religious  studies.  He  is  a 
member  of  the  Ministry  of  Edu- 
cation and  the  Religious  Juridi- 
cal Person  Council  in  Japan.  He 
was  a student  and  lecturer  at 
Harvard  University  during  1930- 
34.
